(a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding the second sen-6

tence of section 113(a) of title 10, United States Code, 7

the first person appointed, by and with the advice and con-8

sent of the Senate, as Secretary of Defense after the date 9

of the enactment of this Act may be a person who is, on 10

the date of appointment, within seven years after relief, 11

but not within three years after relief, from active duty 12

as a commissioned officer of a regular component of the 13

Armed Forces. 14

(b) LIMITED EXCEPTION.—This section applies only 15

to the first person appointed as Secretary of Defense as 16

described in subsection (a) after the date of the enactment 17

of this Act, and to no other person. 18
